Declaring old Un-clips Merk-Pieces, and broad Un-clipt 
Engliſh Money to be Current, : 


= ILLIAM by the Grace of God, King of Great-Britain, France, 
and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, To 
| A Macers of Our Privy 
3 #4 Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, 
—cConjunctly and ſeverally, ſpecially Conſtitute ; Greeting, For- 
asmuch'as, We are informed, that ſeveral of Our Subjects within this Our 
Ancient Kingdom of Scotland, Have of late at their own hands, without any 
Warrand, 6, ts upon them to refuſe the old Scots Merk- Pieces, and their 
Fractions, albeit they be not Clipped; and the broad Un-clipped Engl;/ 
Money, to the great Interruption of Trade, and hindering the payment of 
Lawful Debts : Therefore, We with Advice of the Lordsof Our Privy Coun- 
eil, Do hereby peremptorly Ordain, and Command the ſaids old Un- clipped 
Merk- Pieces, and their FraQions, and all broad Un-clipped Engliſh Money, 
to be Currant, and to paſs among all Perſons withia this Kingdom, in all 
Payments, whether of Debts, Merchandize, or others whatſomever, And 
Diſcharges any Perſons to refuſe the ſame, as they will be anſwerable. Our 
Will is Herefore, and we Charge you ſtrictly, and Command, That in Con- 
tinent thir Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs io the Mercat-Groſs of Bdinburgh, and 
to the Mercat-Croſſes of the remanent Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires and 
Stewartries within this Kingdom, and There in Our Name and Authority, 
by open Proclamation, make Intimation hereof, that none may pretend ig- 
norance, And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed,

of Our Reign the Seventh year, 1696,
